That  the  i«wn  of  Lawrenceville,  in  the  county  of  Alle- 
gheny, shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough, 
under  the  name  and  title  of  the  borough  of  Lawrenoevilk,  Nomt 
bounded  and  limited  as  follows :  beginning  at  a  lai^  soA  maple 
tree  in  front  of  Samuel  Enult^s  land,  where  the  township  road  • 

strikes  the  Allegheny  river,  and  thence  south  fifly •eight  degrees, 
east  two  poles  and  two  feet,  including  the  township  road,  to  a  «^ .  . 
post ;  thenoe  south  twenty-six  degrees,  west  thirty-four  poles  o^fw^- 
and  ten  ieet,  to  a  post ;  thence  south  eight  degrees,  east  eleven 
and  one  fourth  poles,  to  a  post ;  thence  south  (brty-ei^  de- 
grees, east  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  and  a  half  poles, 
(crossing  the  Butler  road  at  one  hundred  and  four  poles)  to  the

SscTioN  1.    Beit  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
preieniaiives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pemuylvania  in  General 
AuenMy  metj  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
Common  «(>.  Mine,  That  Robert  Falconer,  Josiah  Hall,  Robert  Russell,  Guy 
poiotad.         C.  Irvine,  Archibald  Tanner  and  Robert  Miles,  of  Warren 
county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to 
carry  into  efiect,  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  May,  CHie 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  the  establishment  of 
a  bank,  to  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  '*  The  Lum- 
bermen's  Bank  at  Warren,"  to  be  located  in  the  borough  of 
Nama  of  iha   Warren,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  agreeably  to  an  act  passed

shall  be  interested,  shall  be  forfeited  for  the  benefit  of  the  bank 
established  by  this  act,  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  per- 
mit ail  persons  of  lawful  age,  citizens  of  this  or  any  other  of 
the  United  States,  who  shall  purchase  at  said  auction  sale,  to 
subscribe  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  name  of  any  person 
who  shaU  authorize  the  same,  for  shares  in  the  said  stock  ia 
said  bodks. 
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SBCTLoy  3.  It  shall  be.  lawful  for  the  stockholders  to  inoet 
at  any  time  previous  to  the  third  Monday  of  November,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  aud  choose,  by  ballot, 
thirteen  directors,  to  serve  to  that  time,  or  until  others  are

amount  of  deposites  of  gold  and  silver,  and  notes  of  solvent 
banks  throughout  the  year^  debts  due  to  other  banks,  contingent 
fund,  real  estate  at  cost,  gold  and  silver  on  hand,  notes  and  bills 
discounted,  bills  of  exchange,  stock,  bonds,  judgn^ents,  mort- 
gages, notes  of  other  banks,  debts  due  by  other  banks,  distin- 
tinguishing  in  each  of  the  lost  eight  items  those  which  are  good, 
those  which  ai'e  in  suit,  and  those  considered  doubtful  or  bad, 
and  such  other  information  as  may  enable  the  Legislature  to 
form  a  correct  knowledge  of  their  actual  condition  :  Provided, 
That  such  statement  of  the  affairs  of  said  bank,  as  they  shall 
stand  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  November  in  each  year,  shall 
annually,  prior  to  the  second  Monday  of  December,  be  trans^ 
mitted,  under  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  president  or  cashier 
of  the  said  bank,  to  the  Auditor  General,  who  shall,  by  the  first 
Monday  in  January  following,  lay  the  same  before  the  Legisla« 
ture. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  said 
bank,  after  thirty  days  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
published  in  the  county  of  Warren,  to  call  for  the  payment  from

Incorporaling  the  Fort  Carbon  Saving  Fund  society. 

Wh'^-^ius,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  county  of  Schuyl- 
Pceamble.  kill,  residing  in  the  town  of  Port  Garb  n  and  its  vicinityt^have 
associated  for  the  purpose  of  fcHrming  a  saving  fund  socJiRy^  to 
ro(*eive  deposites  of  small  sums,  such  as  may  be  saved  from  the 
earnings  of  tradesmen,  mechanics,  laborers,  servants,  and 
others,  and  of  afR)rdtng  to  industrious  persons  tbe  advantages 
of  security  and  interest :  Therefore, 

Skction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  ffmise  of  Mc' 
prescntatives  cfthe  Commonwealth  of  Penn.vflvania,  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  'Hrat  William  Lawton,  Lebbcus  Whitney,  William  Bos- 
byshell,  Jeremiah  J.  Foster,  AquiUa  Boltoa,  Henry  Porter,  Mar- 
tin Wcavf  r,  Edward  Moore,  Eldward  Hughes^  Jacob  Bull,  Jesse 
Turner,  John  Scliall,  John  Bannan,  Abraham  Heebner,  £•  S» 
W'arnc,  George  Rahn,  and  Abraham*  Pott,  and  their  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  erected  and  made  one  body  politic  nn<l 
corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  styte  and  title  of 
IVame  ftnd'  «  The  Port  Carbon  saving  fond  society ;"  and  by  the  same  shall

have  power  also  to  make,  establish,  ordain  and  put  in  exe<^ution 
such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  as  shall  to  them,  or 
a  majority  of  such  quorum  of  them  oa  shall  hereinafter  be  di- 
rected, seem  meet  or  convenient  for  the, government  of  such 
corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  generally 
to  do  and  execute,  all  and  singular,  such  acts,  matters  and 
things,  which  to  the  said  corporation  shall  or  may  appertain

curity,  or  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of  debts,  contracted  in 
the  course  of  its  dealings,  or  purchased  at  sales  upon  judgments- 
obtained  for  such  debts,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  ol  three  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Sbction  2.  The  following  rules,  limitations  and  provisions, 
shall  form  and  be  the  fundamental  articles  of  the  constitution  of 
the  corporation ;

Article  IV.    The  money  deposited  shall  bear  an  interest  at  }^  interest, 
the  mtf  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  be  repaid,  when  fce. 
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required,  upon  two  weeks  notice,  if  the  amount  doth  not  eiuxed 
twenty  dollars;  and  if  above  that  sum,  and  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  upon  one  fnonth's  notice ;  and  if  above  that  sum,  on 
three  month's  notice,  with  interest. 

jStrMe  V.  No  sum  less  than  one  dollar  shall  be  received  as 
a  deposite,  and  no  interest  shall  be  allowed  on  any  payments 
until  tlK>y  amount  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  the  interest  on 
which  shall  be  twenty  cents  per  annum,  or  one  cent  and  two- 
thirds  of  a  cent  per  calendar  month ;  every  additional  sum  of 
five  dollars  that  may  be  lodged,  will  bear  an  interest  in  the 
same  manner* 

Article  VI.  Interest  is  to  be  estimated  by  calendar  months ; 
and  in  order  to  avoid  the  calculation  of  days  upon  small 
sums,  no  interest  will  be  allowed  for  the  fractional  parts  of  a 
month. 

Article  VII.  Two  or  more  managers  shall  attend  at  the

Article  XIL  The  managers  shall  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time, 
to  refiase  deposites,  and  on  giving  one  month's  notice,  to  return 
such  as  have  been  made,  with  interest  thereon,  to  be  calculated 
to  that  time,  and  no  longer. 

Article  XIII.  A  report  and  statement  shall  be  annually  pre- 
pared by  the  managers,  and  published  in  at  least  one  newspa- 
per printed  and  published  m  said  county  of  Schuylkill,  and  the 
said  managers  shall  annually  transmit  one  copy  of  the  said 
report  and  statement  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  one  copy

Sbction  2.     When  application  is  made  to  the  court,  by  the  Applies ti*n  to 
inhabitants  of  any  town  or  village  for  the  privileges  conferred  ^  !"•"***  ^^ 
by  this  act,  it  sliall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  signed  by  a  ma*  jjl^^o* Jart  of 
jority  of  the  freeholders  residing  within  the  limius  of  the  same,  ji,^  j^j^n^  ^^ 
It  shall  set  forth  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  proposed  bo* 
rough,  with  a  particular  description  of  the  boundarica  thereof, 
exhibiting  the  courses  and  distances  in  words  at  Icnghth,  and  bo 
Accompanied  with  a  plot  or  drafl  of  the  same. 

Sbction  3.    The  court  shall  cause  the  aforesaid  application 
to  be  laid  before  the  grand  jury  when  in  session,  and  if  a  ma-  Subtaqosnt 
jority  oT  the  said  grand  jury  after  a  full  investigation  of  the  P'oceedinfc 
case  shall  find,  that  the  conditions  prescribed  by  this  act  have 
been  complied  with,  and  shall  believe,  that  it  is  oxj^ient  tQ 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  they  shall  certify  tlie  same

The  inhabitants  of  every  borough  hereafler  in- 
corporated, entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assera- 
bly,  having  resided  within  the  said  borough  at  least  six  months 
immediately  preceding  the  election,  and  within  one  year  paid  a  bo- 
rough  tax,  shall  have  power  on  the  days,  and  at  the  places  direct- 
ed by  the  courts  of  Quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county  to  meet, 
and  then  and  there,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  six  in  the  af- 
ternoon, to  elect  by  ballot  one  citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall 
be  styled  the  burgess,  and  fivo  citizens  to  be  a  town  council, 
and  shall  also  elect  as  afoi-esaid  two  citizens,  who  shall  be  over- 
seers of  the  poor  if  necessary,  and  one  citizen  as  town  copsta- 
blo,  all  of  whom  shall  be  resident  in  said  borough  ;  but  previous 
to  the  opening  of  said  election,  such  of  the  inhabitants  as  aro 
present  at  the  place  of  election j  shall  elect  two  citizens  as 
judges,  one  as  inspector,  and  two  as  clerks  of  said  election, 
which  shall  be  regulated  and  conducted  throughout,  according 
to  the  general  election  laws  of  this  Coramonweahh,  and  who 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  mal-practices  as  by

Section  6.    if  any  person  duly  elected  as  burgess,  mem*  Pemlty  fyt 
ber  of  town  council  or  high  constable  as  aforesaid  and  having  rerusi*^  ofBos 
received  ciotioe  thereof  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  of  borgett, 
neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  executioo  of  the  said  office  to^"'**-^*"

the  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  prosier  county,  under  the 
general  road  laws  of  the  CotnmonwealtJi.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  assess,  apportion  and  appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall 
bo  determined  by  a  majority  of  them  necessary  for  carrying  the 
said  rules  and  ordinances  from  time  to  time  into  complete  effect; 
and  also  to  appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  two  persons  to  act 
as  street  commissioners  and  a  collector  annually,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  from  time  to  time,  and  tike 
same  officers  from  time  to  time  to  remove ;  and  the  meetings  of 
said  town  council  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
majority  of  them  may  appoint,  and  the  burgess  shall  be  presi- 
dent of  the  town  council  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
rights  and  privilegesof  a  member  thereof;  but  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  burgess,  the  members  present  may  elect  one  of 
their  number  to  preside  for  the  time  being :  Provided^  That 
no  by  .law,  rule  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  be  repug- 
nant to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or  <>f  this 
Commonwealth,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  punished  for  the

And  the  town  council  shall  have  power 
to  mitigate  or  remit  Rnes  and  forfeitures  in  all  cases  where  it 
fiihall  appear  that  the  person  or  persons  so  fined  did  not  odend 
intentioDally,  or  on  having  some  other  just  and  reasonaUe  ex- 
cuse to  plead  in  his,  tier  or  their  behalf. 
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Section  10,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  of  every 
borough  hereailer  incorporated,  to  attend  all  meetings  of  tli^ 
town  council  when  assembled  on  business  of  the  borough,  and 
perform  the  duties  of  clerk  thereto  and  keep  the  common  seal 
and  records  of  the  borough,  whose  attestation  with  the  seal  of 
the  borough  shall  be  goml  evidence  of  the  acts  or  things  cer- 
tified. 

SicnoN  1 1  •  The  treasurer  of  each  borough  hereafter  incor-  o# y^  tr«MV 
porated,  shall  ^ve  sufficient  security  for  the  iaithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office  and  for  the  safe  delivery  of  all  moneys 
books  and  accounts  appertaining  thereto  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor,  upon  demand  made  for  that  purpose. 

Section  1 2.  The  town  clerk,  treasurer,  street  conmiissioner  Aeooonta  of 
and  collector,  as  well  as  all  other  officers  who  may  be  appoint-  offictn. 
ed  by  the  town  council  of  every  borough  hereafter  incorporated, 
shall  at  such  time  and  times  as  the  town  council  may  direct, 
render  their  accounts  respectively  to  the  said  town  council  for 
settlement. 

Section  IS.  The  town  council  ef  every  borough  hereafter-,  - 
incorporated,  shall  constitute  a  court  of  appeal,  and  pnor  to^JJ^

cents,  and  will  soon  reach  the  sum  of  two  milhons  of  dollars, 
when  it  will  produce,  at  five  per  cent,  an  mter«t  of  one  hun- 
died  thousimd  dollars,  which,  by  «ud  act.  is  to  be  paid  (ortbe 
fu^rt  (rf common  schools:   And  vhtrtat,  pioviswns  dMaU 
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be  made  by  law,  for  the  distribution  of  the  benefits  of  this  fund 
to  the  people  of  the  respective  counties  of  the  Commonwealth: 
Therefore, 

SfiCTiojr  1.    Beii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentaiives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene- 
ral Assembly  met^  and  ii  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authorUy 
of  the  mme^  Th^s^t  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  g^jjooi  aitk'e 
every  other  county  in  this  CommonweaUh,  shall  each  form  a  uA  diHrials. 
school  division,  and  that  every  ward,  township  and  borough, 
"within  the  several  school  divisions,  shall  each  form  a  school  dis- 
trict :  Provided^  That  any  borough  which  is  or  may  be  con-  Profw* 
nected  with  a  township  in  the  assessment  and  collection  of  coun- 
ty rates  and  levies,  shjall,  with  the  said  township,  so  long  as  it 
xemains  so  connected,  form  a  district;  and  each  of  said  districts 
shall  contain  a  competent  number  of  common  schools,  for  the 
education  of  every  child  within  the  limits  thereof,  who  shall  ap- 
ply, either  in  person  or  by  his  or  her  parents,  guardian  or  next  r 
friend,  for  admission  and  instruction. 

SjBcnoN  2,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  each  county,  Ei«ctio«i  ol 
thirty  days  previous  to  the  third  Friday  in  September  of  the  aj,!.!  ^^,^.1^^ 
current  year,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  to 
give  notice  by  proclamation,  to  the  citizens  of  each  i»chool  dis- 
trict, to  hold  elections  in  their  respective  townships,  wards  and 
boroughs,  at  the  places  where  they  hold  their  elections  for  su- 
pervisors, town  councils  and  constables,  to  choose  six  citiaeus 
of  each  school  district,  to  serve  as  school  directors  of  said  dis- 
tricts respectively  ;  which  elections  shall,  on  the  said  day,  be 
conducted  and  held  in  the  same  manner  as  elections  for  super- 
visors and  constables  are  by  law  hold  and  conducted  ;  and  on 
the  day  of  the  next  annual  election  of  supervisors  in  the  respect- 
ive townships,  and  of  constaHes  in  the  respective  cities  of  this 
Commonwealth,  a  new  election  for  directors  shall  take  place  in 
the  said  townships,  boroughs  and  pities,  at  wliich  election,  and 
annually  thereafter  at  that  tune,  and  in  manner  and  form  afore- 
said, two  directors  sliall  be  chosen,  who  shall  serve  for  three 
years ;  the  sherifis  giving  thirty  days  notice  previous  to  such 
electicoi.

The  inspectors  of  any  school  division,  may 
meet  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
and  adopt  such  rules  for  the  examination  of  teachers  and 
schools,  and  prescribe  such  forms  for  certificates,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  produce  uniformity  in  such  examinations 
and  certificates,  throughout  the  school  division  ;  and  they  may, 
if  they  deem  it  expedient,  appoint  days  for  the  public  examina- 
tion of  teachers,  and  require  all  teachers  to  be  examined  in 
public ;  and  said  inspectors,  or  any  one  of  them,  may  visit  all 
district  schools  in  their  school  divisions,  and  examine  the  same. 

Sbction  1 5.  Whenever  the  inspectors  meet  together  as  they 
tire  empovtrered  by  the  preceding  section,  they  shall  organize 
themselves  for  the  proper  transaction  of  business,  and  each  in- 
spector shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  then  adopted  in  his  ex- 
aminations, and  observe  such  forms  in  his  certificates,  as  shall 
he  prescribed  by  the  majority  of  the  inspectors  of  the  school  di- 
vision thus  assembled  ;  and  no  certificate  of  qualification  shall 
he  given  by  the  inspectors,  or  any  of  them,  to  any  teacher, 
unless  he  or  she  be  found  qualified  to  teach  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetk. 
Sbctioh  16.      The   school  inspectors  shall  minutely  ex- 

amine  into  the  state  and  condition  of  the  schools,  both  as  re*^ 

sy^cts  the  progress  of  the  scholars  in  learning  and  the  good 

order  of  the  schools,  and  mfike  an  annual  leport  to  the  sup^r- 
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mtendent  of  the  public  sdiools,  on  or  before  th«  firs!  Mondaf 
in  Novemljer,  of  the  situation  of  the  schools  in  thoir  respective 
districts,  founded  on  their  own  observations  and  the  report  of 
the  respective  school  directors ;  to  include  the  character  of  ifie 
teachers ;  the  number  of  scholars  admitted  during  the  year  In 
the  several  schools  under  their  inspection ;  the  branches  of  study 
taught  in  each  school ;  the  number  of  months  in  the  year  during 
which  each  school  shall  have  been  kept  open ;  the  cost  of  schoc»t 
houses,  either  for  building,  renting  or  repairing,  and  all  other 
costs  that  may  have  been  iigturred  in  mainta'raing  the  severaf 
schools  in  their  respective  distncts ;  and  also  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  published  in  the  school  division,  at  the  expense  of 
the  respective  city  or  county. 

Sbctiok  17.  The  .Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be 
superintendent  of  all  the  public  schools  established  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  and  he  shall  perform  the  following  duties : 

I.  Prepare  and  submit  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislature, 
containing  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  common  schools, 
estimates  and  accounts  of  expenditures  of  the  school  moneys, 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  common  school  system,  and 
all  such  matters,  relating  to  his  office  of  superintendent  and  to 
the  concerns  of  the  common  schools,  as  he  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  communicate. 

II.  He  shall  prepare  suitable  blank  forms,  with  necessary  in* 
structions  for  making  district  reports,  and  for  conducting  Ihe 
necessary  proceedings  under  his  jurisdiction,  and  he  shall  cause 
the  same,  together  with  all  such  information  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  schools,  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  several  boards  of  directors. 

III.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  State  Treasury  for  the 
payment  of  moneys  into  the  county  school  ftinds,  but  no  such 
order  shall  be  drawn  until  the  county  commissioners  shall  hsxve 
furnished  him  with  a  certificate,  which  they  are  liereby  requirtnl 
to  do,  of  the  amount  of  school  tax  required  by  this  act,  having 
been  assessed  according  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

IV.  If  any  controversy  shall  arise  in  relation  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  public  money,  or  between  the  inspecJors  and  direcj. 
ors  concerning  the  duties  of  their  office,  an  appeal  to  the  super- 
intendent shall  be  made,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  settle  and 
adjust  all  such  disputes,  witliout  cost  to  the  parties  ;  and  all  mo- 
ney reasonably  expended  by  him  in  this,  and  other  matters  ap- 
pertaining to  the  execution  of  his  duty  as  superintendent,  shall 
upon  due  proof,  be  allowed  to  him  by  the  Auditor  General,  and 
paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury. 

Sbctioit  18.  The  county  commissioners  shall  transmit  an 
abstract  of  the  accounts,  audited  by  the  proper  officer,  to  the 
superintendent,  once  in  every  year,  on  or  before  tlie  first  day  of 
November. 

Section  19.  Seventy-five  thousand  dollars  are  hereby  ap-

citizens  as  judges ,-  one  as  inspector ;  and  two  as  clerks  of  the 
said  electien,  which  shall  be  regulated  throughout,  according  to 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  Commonw^tb,  and  who  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  mal-practices,  as  by  the  said 
laws  are  imposed ;  and  the  said  judges,  inspector,  and  clerks, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  t£sir  respective  offices,  shall 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  a  judge  or  justice  of  the 
peace,  of  the  said  county,  to  perform  the  same  with  fidelity,  and 
after  the  said  etection  shall  be'closed,  shall  declare  the  persons, 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  duly  elected,  whereupon 
a  certificate  of  said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judges,  a 
copy  thereof  transmitted  by  the  clerks  to  each  person  elected, 
and  the  original  recorded  m  the  record  books  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration. And  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  refusal

year  as  commencing  for  corporate  purposes,  on  the  Friday  pre* 
ceding  tba  third  Saturday  of  March.

to  act,  any  memW  of  the  council  shall  issue  his  precept,  di- 
rected to  the  high  constable,  to  hold  an  electioti,  in  manner

and  every,  the  same  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  within  the 
said  borough,  respectively,  which  are  or  hereafter  shall  lawfully

name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable,  in  law,  to  sufe 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded^  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
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this  commoiiwealthv  in  all  numiicr  of  actions,  whatsoever,  and 
to  have  and  use  ooe  common  *sBal,  and  the  a&me,  from  time  to 
time,  to  change  and  alter. 

Ssonoiv  19»  L(  any  person  duly  elected  as  burgess,  mem- 
ber of  the  oouncii,  or  high  constable,  as  aforesaid,  «nd  having 
received  notice  tbereoi;  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall  refiise  o'JgSiV 
neglect  to  take  upon  lums^f  the  execution  of  the  said  office,  ^ce."' 
shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same,  according  to  law,  every 
such  person,  «o  refusing  or  n^lecting,  shall,  for  every  such 
offencei  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  eight  dollars ;  which  ffte, 
aad  all  other  fines  and  forfeit^!  res,  incurred  and  made  payable 
in  puiBuanoe  of  this  act,  or  of  any  of  the  by-laws,  ordinances,

to  remove  all  obstructions ;  to  prohibit  nuisances  in  the  said 
borough ;  to  prohibit  and  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  geese,* 
sheep,  goats,  swine,  dogs,  horses,  cattle,  and  ottor  beasts  in 
the  said  borough ;  and  to  authorize  their  seizure  and  sale,, 
in  such  manner,  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  ordinances  of

Section  1«    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Re* 
prasetUoHves  of  the  CommonweaJtk  of  Peunsylcatua  in  Geimral 
Assembly  met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same^  That  all  the  jurisdiction,  right,  title,  property  and  intorest 
of  this  Commonwealth  over,  in  and  to  the  territory  now  in  pos- 
session of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  situate  in  the 
township  of  Passyuuk,  in  the  county  of  Plnladelphis^consisting

To«rett  tin  townsof  Wrif  hUrille  ^nd  Westpbalta,  in  the  CDunty  of  York» 
into  a  boroHf  fa,  to  bt  called  the  borongh  of  Wrighterille. 

Section  1.  Beit  mmcted  by  (he  Senate  cmd  House  (^f  Rt^ 
presentatives  of  the  Commomoealth  qf  Pennsylvania  in  Oene^ 
ral  Assembly  mety  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  8am**y  That  the  villages  of  Wrightsville  and  Westphalia, 
in  the  county  of  York,  sha4l  he  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected 
into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  the  borough  of  Wrights- 
ville, and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows,  vie :  Begin- 
ning at  a  birch  tree  on  the  ri\'^r  Susquehanna,  at  the  foot  of 
Bridge  street ;  thence  along  Bridge  street  and  knd  of  William 
Wright,  south  seventy-five  degrees,  west  ninety-five  perches,  to 
a  black  oak  on  the  land  of  James  Wright ;  thence  along  said 
land  to  Fourth  street ;  thence  along  the  west  side  of  said  stt«et, 
soufh  twelve  and  a  half  d^rees,  west  eighty-nine  perches  and  a 
quarter,  to  the  north  side  ©f  Locust  street ;  thence  along  the 
north  side  of  said  street,  south  seventy-seven  degrees,  west  nine- 
ty-eight  perches  to  a  post  on  Jonathan  Mifflin's  land  ;  thence 
along  the  line  of  said  land,  south  twelve  and  a  half  degrees,  east 
iwenty-six  and  a  half  perches,  to  the  middle  of  Hellam  street ;

lUUtiw  lo  the  prganiatiqn  of  the  Courte  of  JuiUoe. 

I.    OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Senate  and  Hou$e  cf  Re* 
presentatites  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Cfencral 
AsscjnbJy  mety  arid  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
samey  That  there  shall  he  holden  and  k^t  at  the  times  and 
piacei?,  and  during  the  tepms  hereinafter  appointed,  a  court  of 
record,  the  name  and  style  whereof  shall  bie  "The  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania-" 

Section  2.  The  Supreme  Court  is  hereby  declared  to 
consist  of  a  cliief  justice  and  four  associate  judges,  and  the  sai4 
judges,  or  a  majority  of  them,  when  convened  for  the  purpose 
agreeably  to  law,  shall  have  power  to  hold  the  said  court. 

Section  S.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  Governor,  from  tipie 
<o  time,  as  any  vacancy  may  occur  in  the  office  of  chief  justice 
or  of  a  judge  of  tlie  said  court,  to  commission,  by  a  distinct 
jKitcnt,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth,  a  person  of 
Known  integrity  and  ability,  skilled  in  the  laws,  to  supply  such 
vacancy,  distinguishing  in  such  pati^pt,  the  nair^e  of  the  office 
to  which  he  n^ay  be  so  appointed. 

SBCTior?  4,  Fof  the  purpose  of  holding  the  said  Supjrem'e 
Court,  the  Comnionwealth  is  hereby  declared  to  be  divided  iptQ 
four  districts,  denominated  the  eastern  district,  the  western  dis« 
trict,  the  northern  district,  apd  the  middle  district :  the  eastern 
district  consists  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
counties  Bucks,  Chester,  Delaware,  Northampton,  Montgomery, 
Lehigh,  Pike,  and  Wayne  ;  the  northern  district,  of  the  counties 
Northumberland,  Luzerne,  Lycoming,  Bradford,  M'Kean,  Pot- 
ior, Tioga,  Susquehanna,  Cplumbia,  IJnion  ;  the  middle  district, 
of  tho  city  and  county  of  Lancaster,  the  counties  Dauphin, 
Berks,  Schuylkill,  York,  Lebanon,  Mifflin,  Centre,  CleaHieId» 
Juniata,  Huntingdon,  Cumberland,  Bedford,  Franklin,  Adams, 
Perry  ;  the  western  district,  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  the 
counties  Allegheny,  Somerset,  Westmoreland,  Fayette,  Greene, 
Washington,  Beaver,  Butler,  Mercer,  Crawford,  Erie,  Warren, 
Venango,  Armstrong,  Cambria,  Indiana,  Jefferson. 

Section  5.  The  judges  of  the  said  Supreme  Court  shall 
anntially  hold  Rvo  terms  of  tlie  said  court,  at  the  places  and  at 
and  during  the  terms  hereinafter  specified,  if  the  business  de-

continue  otght  weeks,  for  the  middle  district  aforesaid ; 
one  term  at  Pittsburg,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  to  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  September,  and  to  oontinue  eight 
weeks,  for  the  western  district  aforesaid ;  one  term  at  Sunbur\', 
in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  to  coii^mence  on  the  second 
Monday  in  July,  and  to  continue  two  v^ceks,  for  the  said  north- 
ern district. 

Shction  6.  Provided^  That  tlje  judges  of  the  said  Supreme 
Court  shall  continue,  by  adjournment,  the  said  terms,  whenever 
the  business  which  may  be  depending  before  them  at  any  of 
t)io  places  aforesaid  shall  render  jt  necessary,  so  always  as  not 
to  iulerlcre  with  their  duties  in  any  other  of  the  districts  aforc- 
siiid. 

Sectioiv  r.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  said 
SuprvMiw  Court,  or  one  of  them,  to  attend  on  the  last  Monday 
in  July,  at  the  |)!ace  ap[)ointed  by  law  for  holding  the  said  court 
for  the  eaiitern  district  aforesaid,  to  grant  rules,  make  all  neces- 
sary orders  touching  any  suit,  action,  writ  of  error,  process, 
pleacjings,  or  other  proceedings,  returned  to  or  depending  in  the 
said  cogrt  at  the  said  place,  pre|)aratory  to  the  hearing,  trial  or 
decision  of  sujh  action,  writ  of  eri-or,  process,  pleading  or  other 
pjrocecdipg. 

>Skction  8.  The  said  Supreme  Court  shall  have,  in  each  of 
tlie  diijlricts  afjrcsald,  a  seal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  court,  ha\T 
ing  engraven  ihenDon  tiio  arms  of  this  Conmionwealth,  and  un- 
tjcrpcatji  the  arms  the  figures  "  1776,"  and  around  the  edge 
and  near  the  exli-cniity  or  margin  thereof  the  words  following, 
**  Seal  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,"  and  such  other 
words  and  devices  as  are  inscribed  on  tlic  seals  of  the  said 
court  now  in  use ;  and  the  said  seals  may  be  renewed  under 
the  direction  of  the  said  court  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require.

The  said  Supreme  Court  is  authorized  also  to 
appoint  special  return  days  in  the  said  court,  in  term  time  or 
vacation,  in  each  and  every  of  the  districts  aforesaid,  for  tho 
conven^nce  of  suitors  and  the  furtherance  of  justice,  and  t\m 
days  and  times  so  appointed,  having  been  entered  upon  the  rf-  • 
cords  of  the  said  court  for  the  respective^  district,  shall  thb^ncf- 
forth  be  deemed  legal  return  days  ihcrein- 

Sectio:^  15*  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  fchall  have 
power  to  prescribe,  by  rule  of  court,  certain  days  within  tho 
terms  thereof,  to  be  holden  as  aforesaid,  for  the  return  of  writs 
from  the  several  judicial  districts  comprised  within  the  ro.

II.    OF  THE  SUPREME  COURT  AT  NISI  PRIUS. 

SscrioN  16.  The  Supreme  Court,  in  term  time,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  are  empowered  and 
enjoined,,  when  occasion  shall  require,  to  direct  the  holding  of 
courts  of  Nisi  Prius  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  before  the  said  judges,  or  some  one  or 
more  of  them,  at  such  days,  and  during  such  times,  as  they 
shall  designate.

counties  of  this  Corrtnrion wealth,  except  the  county  of  PhilnrJcf- 
phia,  are  hereby  declared  td  consist  of  a  president  judge  and 
two  associate  judges. 

Section  £»♦.  The  president  and  asf^ocialc  judges  of  the 
Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  or  any  two  of  them,  or  the  presiding 
judge,  in  the  absence  of  his  associates,  shall  have  power  to  liold 
the  said  courts,  and  to  hear  and  determine  all  caust^s,  maltcT.s 
and  things  cognizable,  therein  according  to  the  consthution^ 
laws  and  usages  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  SI.  The  president  or  the  legal  associate  judgo  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleds,  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shal  I 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  ^s  may  be  found  requisite  ia 
hold  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  for  the  trial  of  civil  issues  de- 
pending in  such  court,  although  two  of  the  judges  of  the  said 
court  should  be  holding,  at  the  same  time,  an  Orphan^s  Court, 
a  court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  or  a  coUrt  of  Common  Pleas. 

SEcTfoir  m.  Every  court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  have  a 
seal  for  the  use  of  said  Court,  having  engraveu  thereon  such 
words  and  devices  as  arc  inscribed  on  the  seal  now  in  use  in 
the  respective  court,  and  such  seal  may  be  renewed,  under  tlio 
direction  of  such  court,  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require. 

Sbctioh  «3.  A  prothonotary  or  clerk  shall  be  appointed, 
and  commissioned  for  each  of  the  siid  courts,  he  shall  have  the 
custody  of  the  retards  and  seal  of  the  respective  court,  and 
keep  tlie  same  at  the  place  of  holding  such  court,  and  in  the 
apartments  provided,  by  authority  ol  law,  for  that  purpose.  And 
he  shall  faithfully  perform,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  all 
the  duties  appertaining  to  his  office.

April,  August  and  November,  to  continue  two  weeks. 

In  the  county  of  Lycoming,  on  the  Mondays  next  following 
the  fourth  Mondays  in  January,  April,  August  and  November, 
to  continue  two  weeks. 

1b  the  county  of  McKean,  on  the  Mondays  after  the  courts  in 
Tic^  county,  to  continue  one  week :  Provided,  That  after  the 
first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden  on  the  second  Mondays  in 
February,  May,  September  and  December  for  the  said  county 
of  M^Kean  only,  and  continue  one  week.

^  In  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  on  the  first  Mondays  of  Feb- 
ruary, May,  September  and  December,  to  continue  one  week. 

In  the  county  of  Tioga,  on  the  fourth  Mondays  of  February, 
May,  September  and  December,  to  continue  one  week. 

In  the  county  of  Union,  on  the  Mondays  three  weeks  after 
the  fourth  Mondays  in  January,  April,  August  and  November, 
to  continue  two  weeks. 

In  the  county  of  Venango,  on  the  fourth  Mondays  in  Febru- 
ary, April,  August  and  November,  to  continue  one  week. 

In  the  county  of  Warren,  on  tiic:  Monday  next  following  the 
fourth  Monday  in  February,  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  and 
on  the  Mondays  next  following  the  fourth  Mondays  in  August 
and  November,  to  continue  one  week. 

In  the  county  of  Washington,  on  the  third  Mondays  in  June, 
to  continue  one  week^  and  on  the  fourth  Mondays  in  September, 
January  and  March,  to  continue  two  weeks.

SacTioK  dd.  The  court  of  Common  Pleas  in  every  county 
wherein  a  term  of  two  weeks  is  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  to  order,  at  any  term  thereof,  that  the  trial  of  issues 
in  civil  causes  depending  in  the  respective  court  shall  be  com- 
menced during  the  first  week  of  the  next  succeeding  term,  at  a 
day  fixed ;  and  such  order  being  entered  upon  recoH,  the  Court  '  ^ 
shall  award  a  venire  for  jurors,  and  the  trial  of  such  issues 
shall  be  commenced  accordingly,  or  as  soon  therealler  as  the 
other  business  of  the  judges  of  the  said  court  will  permit. 

SncnoN  34.  Whenever  any  term  of  the  court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  any  county  shall  be  abridged  by  order  of  the  judges  to 
^  one  week,  also  whenever  the  said  judges  shall  order  that  the 
trial  of  issues  in  civil,  causes  shall  be  commence  during  the 
first  week  as  aforesaid,  the  said  judges  shall  order  the  sheriir 
and  commission's  of  the  respective  county  to  annex  and  re* 
turn  one  and  the  same  panel  of  names  to  all  venires  awarded 
by  them  for  the  summoning  of  the  petit  or  common  jurors  re* 
tumable  during  that  week.

Whenever  the  prestdcmt  judge  of  any  of  the  said  courts 
shall  have  been  concerned  as  an  attorney  or  connset  for  either  of 
the  parties  in  any  suit  dcpendinjr  as  aforesaid,  or  m  any  other 
cause  touchini^  the  eame  subject  matter,  or  for  any  other  per* 
•on  under  whom  the  said  parties  or  either  of  tkem  claim. 

Suction  38.  /  rovided^  That  the  parties  to  any  such  cause 
may,  in  any  of  the  cases  aforesaid ,#gree,  in  writing  to  be  filed 
t>f  record,  to  a  trial  before  such  president,  or  before  him  and 
mny  oae  or  more  of  his  associates,  or  before  the  associates. 
,  Section  Cy9>  Whenever  any  special  court  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  trial  of  any  cause  or  causes  depending  as  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  court  in  which  such 
fiaude  shall  be  depending,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  prothon- 
otary  of  such  court,  who  shall  forthwith  make  out  a  list  of  all 
such  causes,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  president  judge  who 
may  reside  nearest  to  the  place  where  any  such  cause  is  to  he 
tried :  on  the  receipt  of  such  list  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such

Section  44.    Every  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  shall  have  ^ 

'  4eal  for  the  use  of  the  said  court,  Iiaving  engraven  thereon  aoeh 

words  and  devices  as  are  mscribed  on  the  seal  now  in  moy  in 

the  respective  court,  and  such  seal  may  be  renewed  under  the 

direction  of  such  court  as  oflen  as  occasion  shall  requii^. 

Section  4  ^*  A  clerk  shall  be  commissioned  for  each  of  the 
said  courts ;  he  shall  bai^e  the  custody  of  the  recwds  and  of  x\m 
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seal  of  the  re«peottro  court,  and  keep  the  ssltob  at  the  place  of 
holding  such  court,  and  in  the  apartments  provided  by  authority 
of  law  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  faithfully  perform  under  the 
direction  of  the  court  ail  thu  duties  appertaining  to  his  cilice* 

Sbction  46.  The  courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  «ov©* 
ral  counties  of  tho  CommonHealth  shall  be  hoiden  four  tiraes  in 
every  year ;  they  aliall  commence,  unless  it  be  otherwise  spe- 
cially provided,  on  the  several  days  appointed  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  respective 
county ;  and  shall  con;tinuo  during  the  same  time,  if  the  busi- 
ness depending  in  the  said  courts,  respectively,  shall  require  it. 

Sbctioit  47-  The  judges  of  the  court  of  Quarter  Sesidons, 
for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  continue  the  same  by  ad- 
journment as  often  and  as  long  as  occasion  shall  require. 

Sbgtion  48.  The  court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the  county 
of  Schuylkill  shall  commence,  and  be  hohlen  on  the  last  Mon- 
days in  March,  July,  October  and  December,  and  shall  conti- 
nue one  week  if  the  business  depending  in  the  said  court  shall 
require  it. 

Section  4  d.  The  courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth  are  respectively  authorized  and

Special  or  adjourned  sessions  of  the  said  coi/rt 
may  be  appointed  at  a  regular  term,  or  by  any  two  of  the  judg-  ^ 
es  thereof,  in  vacation  and  public  notice  thereof,  and  of  the 
time  of  holding  the  same,  shall  be  given  at  the  discretion  of  the 
satd  judges.  But  no  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said 
courts,  requiring  the  intervention  of  a  grand  jury  or  a  petit  ju- 
ry,  shall  be  transacted ,  at  any  such  session. 

V.    OF  THE  ORPHANS  COURT. 

Sjbction  52.  There  shall  also  be  hoiden  and  kept  in  every 
county  of  this  Commonwealth  a  court  of  record,  the  name  and 
style  whereof  shair be  The  Orphans'  Court  of  the  [respective] 
county. 

SjBcnoiv  5S.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
each  county,  any  two  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  shall  com- 
poBO  tbe  Orphans'  court  thereof. 

Sbction  54.  Vromded^  That  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
pn3sident,  if  any  person  interested  in  the  business  before  the 
court,  shall  request  the  same  to  be  continued  until  the  president 
shall  attend,  such  business  shall  be  continued  accordingly. 

Saotion  55.  Every  OrpKans'  Court  shall^ave  a  seal  for 
tbe  use  of  the  said  court,  having  eograven  thereon  euch  words 
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and  devices  as  are  inscribed  cm  the  adal  now  in  use  in  the  re- 
spective court,  and  such  seal  may  be  renewed,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  such  eourt,  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require. 

SECTION  5^>  A  clerk  shall  be  commissioned  for  each  of  the 
said  courts.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records,  and  of 
the  seal  of  the  respective  court,  and  koep  the  same  at  the  place 
of  holding  such  court,  and  in  tho  apartments  provided  by  law 
for  that  purpose.  Ho  shall  faithfully  perform,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  court,  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  his  office. 

Section  57.  The  Orphans*  Court  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  held  during  every  term  of  the  court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  the  said  city  and  county,  at  such  times^ 
and  as  oflen  as  the  judges  thereof  shall  think  necessary  or  pro- 
per, and  the  Orphans'  Court  of  every  other  county  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, shall  be  held  during  the  first  week  of  eacli  term  of 
the  court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  respective  coinity>  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  judges  thereof  shall  think  necessary 
or  proper. 

VI.  OF  COURTS  OF  OYER  AND  TERMINER. 

SscTioif  58.  A  court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  general 
jail  delivery  shall  be  holden  four  times,  annually,  in  every 
county,  at  the  several  times  appointed  for  holding  the  courts  of 
Quarter  Sessions  of  the  respective  county,  although  no  qiedal 
precept  shall  have  been  issued  for  that  purpose ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  judge  of  the  coiH  of  Common  Pleas 
of  such  county,  with  the  associate  judges  thereof,  or  one  of 
them,  unless  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  some  of  them, 
shall  be  sitting  as  a  court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  in  the  re- 
spective county,  to  hold  such  court. 

Section  59.  The  president  and  associate  judges  of  the  sev- 
eral  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  are  hereby  declared  to  have  full 
power  and  authority,  also,  to  bold  courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
and  general  jail  delivery,  within  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  times  as  emergencies  may  re- 
qiiii-e,  and  as  they  shall  appoint,  in  pursuance  of  precepts,  by 
them  previously  issued  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  hitherto 
practised  and  allowed  in  this  Commonwealth. 
,  Sectton^  60.  The  associate  judges  of  the  said  court,  or 
either  of  them,  in  the  absence  of  the  president  judge,  and  the 
president  in  the  absence  of  both  his  associates  shall  have  power 
to  open  a  court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  general  jail  delivery, 
and  to  adjourn  the  same  to  such  day  as  a  quorum  of  the  aaid 
court  can  attend,  or  in  case  no  business  shall  be  made  known 
to  such  judge  or  judges,  requiring  a  session  of  the  said  court  at 
that  time,  such  judge  or  judges  may  adjourn  the  same  without 
day. 

Sectiow  (Jl.  Whenever  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
shall  hold  a  court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  general  jail  de- 
livery, in  any  county  of  .this  Commonwealth,  except  the  cowi- 
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ti63  In  which  a  prothonotary  of  the  said  Supreme  Court  may 
resido,  the  prothonotary  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
respective  county,  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  his  oflice,  clerk  of  the 
court  of  Oyet  and  Terminer,  held  as  aforesaid. 

VIL  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  RELATIVE  TO  THESE 
COURTS. 

Section  62.  No  pi^occss,  pfea,  suit,  action  or  proceedings 
in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Common weahh,  shall  at  anyHimd 
be  discontinued  <>r  put  without  day,  by  reason  of  the  non-atten- 
tiance  of  the  justices  or  judges  of  the  said  courts. 

Section  6  .  In  case  of  the  non -attendance  of  a  competent 
number  of  judges,  to  hold  any  of  the  courts  aforesaid,  at  the 
day  and  place  appointed  by  law  for  holding  the  same';  also,  in 
case  of  the  subssequent  interruption  of  any  court,  by  the  sick»  * 

ness,  death  or  abseuce  of  any  of  the  said  judges,  or  'by  any 
other  cause,  any  judge  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  court 
from  day  to  day,  until  a  quorum  be  present,  or  other wisej  as  he 
fihall  deem  expedient. 

Section  64.  Incaseof  the  non^ittendance  of  all  the  judges 
of  any  of  the  courts  aforesaid,  at  the  day  and  the  place  appoint- 
ed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prothonotary  or  clerk  of  the  said 
court,  to  adjourn  the  same,  from  day  lo  day,  till  one  of  the 
Judges  thereof  shall  attend  ;  or,  upon  the  order  of  euher  of  the 
said  judges,  in  such  case  transmitted  to  him  in  writings  to  ad- 
journ the  same  to  a  day  by  the  said  judges  appointed,  or  with- 
out day.  And  in  case  of  the  inability  or  absence  of  such  pro* 
thonotary  or  clerk,  i\\e  service  aforesaid  shall  be  performed  by 
the  sheriff  or  crroner  of  the  respective  county. 

Section  65.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  holding  any  of  the 
^Kourts  aforesaid,  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease  should  pre- 
vail at  or  near  the  place  of  holding  the  same,  the  said  court 
ehall  have  power  to  adjourn,  and  to  hold  the  term  thereof  at 
fiay  other  place  within  the  respective  county ;  and  in  case  of 
ths  Supreme  Court  sitting  in  bank  at  any  other  place  within 
the  respective  district. 

Section  66.  ^  Whenever  the  court  house,  or  place  appointed 
by  law  for  the  holding  of  any  of  the  courts  aforesaid,  shall  at 
any  time  be  unsafe,  or  shall  have  b«en  destroyed  ;  when  a  Cir- 
cuit court  or  special  court  of  Common  Picas  shall  be  held  dur- 
ing a  term  of  the  court  of  Common  Pleas  of  any  county,  the 
said  courts  shall  respectively  have  power  to  appoint  some  other 
txmvcnient  place  in  the  neighborhood  of  such  couit  house,  for 
the  holding  of  the  courts  at  that  term. 

Section  67.  Whenever  any  court  shall  be  adjourned  to 
Another  day  or  place,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  according 
to  the  discretion  of  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  said  court ;  and  ' 
all  jurors,  witnesses,  ana  other  persons,  bound  by  recognisances 
or  otherwise  to  appear  at  the  said  court,  shjiU  take  notice  there- 
of, and  appear  at  the  day  so  assigned  to'  them  ;  and  all  writ», 
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process,  precepts,  recogniwiQccs,  and  other  proceedings  in  th« 
said  court,  or  returnable  thereto,  shall  be  as  good  and  effectual, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  such  court  had  been  hdd  at 
the  time  and  place  at  which  it  was  appointed  to  be  holden. 

Vllt    OF  ATTORflES. 

Sbction  68.  The  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  record  of 
this  Commonwealth  shall  respectively  have  power  to  admit  a 
competent  number  of  persons  of  an  honest  disposition,  ai)d 
learned  in  the  law,  to  practise  as  attorneys  in  their  respective 
courts. 

SxcnoN  69.  Before  any  attorney,  admitted  as  aforesaid, 
shall  moke  any  plea  at  the  bar  except  in  his  own  case^  he  shall' 
take  an  oath  or  alHrmation,  as  follows,  viz : 

You  do  swear  or  affirm  that  you  will  support  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth^ 
and-  that  you  will  behave  yourself  in  the  office  of  attorney 
within  this  court,  according  to  the  best  of  year  learning  and 
ability,  and  with  all  good  fidelity,  as  well  to  the  court  as  to  the 
client,  that  you  will  use  no  falsehood,  nor  delay  any  person's 
cause  for  lucre  or  malice* 

Section  7Q-  Every  such  attorney  shall  have  power  to  com- 
mence, prosecute  and  defend,  all  actions  and  suits  in  which  he 
may  be  retained  or  concerned,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  manner 
and  with  the  eilect  hitherto  allowed  and  practised. 

Section  71.  The  attorney  for  the  plaintiff  in  every  action, 
shall,  if  required,  file  his  warrant  of  attorney  in  the  office  of 
the  prothonotary  or  clerk  of  the  court  in  which  such  action  shall 
be  depending,  at  the  term  of  the  court  in  which  he  declares  ; 
and  the  attorney  for  the  defendant  shall,  if  required,  file  in  like 
manner  his  warrant  of  attorney,  at  the  term  of  the  court  in 
which  he  appears. 

Section  7^  If  any  attorney  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  file 
his  warrant  of  attorney  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  he  shall 
net  be  allowed  a  fee  in  the  bill  of  costs,  nor  be  suffered  to  speak 
in  the  cause  until  he  shall  have  filed  his  warrant. 

Section  78.  If  any  attorney  at  law  shall  misbehave  him- 
self in  his  office  of  attorney,  he  shall  be  liable  to  suspension, 
removal  from  office,  or  to  such  other  penalties  as  have  hitherto 
been  allowed  in  such  cases  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  74»  Jf  any  such  attorney  shall  retain  money  be«> 
longing  to  his  client,  aflcr  demand  made  by  the  client  for  the 
payment  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  cause  the 
name  of  such  attorney  to  be  stricken  from  the  record  of  the 
'attorneys,  and  to  prevent  him  from  prosecuting  longer  in  tho 
said  court. 
'  •  Section  75.  No  judgeof  any  coyrtof  this  Commonwealtl^ 
^hall  practice  as  attorney  or  counsellor  in  any  court  of  justice 
Jn  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere,  nor  shall  he  hold  or  exefr 
cise  the  office  of  alderman  or  riolary  public. 
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Nor  shall  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  practice  aA 
aforesaid,  m  any  case  which  has  been  or  may  be  removed  fnuil 
before  him  by  appeal  or  by  a  writ  of  cerltorari,  or  act  as  agent 
In  any  such  case.  , 

Nor  shall  any  prothonotary  or  clerk  of  any  c(Jurt  practice  as 
aforesaid,  in  the  court  of  which  h»  ^hall  be  prothonotary  or 
elerk. 

Nor  shall  the  register  of  wills  of  any  county  practice  as 
aforesaid,  in  tlie  Orphans'  court  of  the  same  county. 

IX.    OF  PROTHONOTARIES  AND  CLERKS. 

Sbction  r6.  The  prothonotaries  and  clerks  of  the  sevQBral! 
eourts  of  this  Commonwealth  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  offices,  respectively,  make  oath  or  affirmation  td 
support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constltutioa 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  perform  the  tluties  of  the  respec- 
tive office  with  fidelity ;  they  shall  also,  with  one  or  more  suretieSf 
to  be  approved  of  by  any  two  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  the  respeotive  county  and  also  by  the  Governor, 
give  a  joint  and  several  bond  to  the  Commonwealth,  in  such  sum 
as  the  Governor  shdll  jadge  sdfficient,with  tonditibn  faithfully  to 
texecute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  well  and  truly 
to  accdunt  for  and- pay  according  to  law  all  monies  which  shall 
be  received  by  them  in  their  official  capacity,  and  to  deliver  the 
books,  seals,  recordig,  writings  and  papers  belonging  to  their 
respective  offices  whole,  safe  and  undefticed  to  tlieir  successors 
therein- 

Section  77.  The  prothonotaries  and  clerks,  aforesaid,  shalt 
have  and  exercise,  respectively,  in  the  courts  to  which  they  se- 
verally  betoiig  and  with  full  effect  in  terra  time  and  vacation,  the 
powers  and  authorities  following  to  wit :  They  shall  have 
power 

I.  To  sign  and  affix  the  seat  of  the  respective  court  to  alt 
writs  and  process,  and.  also  to  the  exemplifications  of  all  records 
&nd  process  therein. 

II.  To  take  bail  in  civil'  actions,  depending  in  the  respec^- 
tive  court. 

III.  To  enter  judgments  at  the  instance  of  plaintiffs,  up- 
on the  confessions  of  defendants. 

IV.  To  sign  alt  judgments. 

V.  To  take  the  achnowiedgement  of  satisfaction  of  judg- 
ments or  decrees  entered  on  the  record  of  the  respective  court. 

VI.  To  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  in  conducting  the 
business  of  their  respective  offices. 

X.    OF  THE  CONSTABLES,  CRIERS  AND  TIPSTAVES. 

Section  78.  The  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  this  Com- 
ibonwealtli  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  crier  for  the  respective 
«aurt^  and  so  many  tipstaves  or  constables  as  may  be  nece88ar3r 
tjo  attend  upon  the  eourt,.  and  the  said  officers  shall  be  paid  by

the  rcspcclivo  county,  such  sum  for  each  (kiys  attendai^e,  as 
the  said  judges  shall*  allow. 

*  XI.    OF  JURIES. 

Section  79.    The  juries  for  the  trial  of  all  issues,  in  fact, 
'•  which  may  be  taken  in  any  action  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this 

Commonwealth,  shall  be  selected  by  the  sheriff  and  commis- 
sioners, and  summoned  and  returned  to  tho  respective  court  in 
the  manner  folliswing,  and  not  otherwise,  lo  wit : 

Section  80.  The  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of 
this  Commonwealtb,  except  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  occasion  requires,  provide,  and  at  aU 
times  keep  one  wheel  for  the  purpose  of  containing  the  names 
of  jurors  for  the  courts  of  the  respective  county. 

Section  81.  The  commissioners  of  the  counties  of  Lancas- 
ter and  Allegheny  shall  provide  and  keep,  as  aforsaid,  one  other 
wheel,  for  the  purpose  of  containing  the  names  of  the  grand  ju- 
rors and  petit  jurors  for.  the  mayors  courts  of  the  caties  of  Lan- 
caster and  Pittsburg. 

Seoiion  82.  The  commissioners  of  the  county  of  PhilajdeN 
phia  shall  provide  and  keep  as  aforesaid,  one  wheel  for  the 
purpose  of  containing  tl>e  name?  of  grand  jurors  of  the  said 
county,  which,  wheel  they  shall  causo  to  l)o  marked  >No*  1. 

Also,  one  other  wheel  for  tho  purpose  of  containing  the  names 
of  petit  jurors  of  the  said  county,   which  wheel  they  shall 
•  cause  to  be  roarjccd  No.  2. 

Also,  on,e  other  wheel  for  the  purpose  of  containing  the 
names  of  special  jurors  of  the  said  couaty,' which  wheel  they 
shall  cause  to  be  marked  No.  '3. 

Thpy  shall  also  provide  ope  other  wheel  for  the  purpose  of 
containing  the  names  of  grand  jurors  for  the  Mayors*  Court  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  other  wheel  for  the  purpose  of 
containing  the  names  of  tlje  petit  jurors  of  the  same  court. 

Section  8S.  Every  of  the  said  wheels  shall  be  provided 
with  a  sufficient  lock  and  key  ;  the  wheel  shall  remain  and  be 
in  the  custody  of  tlie  comiifussionere  of  the  respective  county* 
and  the  keys  thereof  in  the  custody  of  the  sheriflT  of  the  same 
county. 

Section  84.  If  the  sheriff  and  commis^oners  of  any  county, 
er  any  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  lock  and  sea!  the 
wheel  or  wheels  aforesaid,  of  the  respective  county»  or  iC  the 
commissioners  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  charge  of  such  wheet 
or  wheels,  or  if  the  sheriif  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  charge  of 
the  key  belonging  to  such  wheel  or  wheels,  the  shertff  or  com- 
missioners so  offending,  and  every  of  them,  shall,  on  oonvictioQ 
thereof  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  respet^ive 
•pjiinty,  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars* 
Bor  mor^  than  one  thousand  doHars,  at  the  diacretioa  of  il^ 
^iiirt*       ^ 
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i^scTioN  85.  The  sheriff,  and  at  least  two  of  tho  commis« 
«ioners  of  every  county,  sliall,  iit  least  thirty  days  previously 
to  the  first  term  in  every  year  of  the  Court  of  Common  Plea^ 
o(  the  respective  county,  meet,  and  thereupon  proceed  with  duo 
diligence  to  select,  at  the  seat  of  justice  thereof,  from  the  taxa- 
ble citizens  of  the  county,  a  sufficient  number  of  sober,  intellii 
gent  and  judicious  persons,  to  serve  as  jupors  in  the  several 
courts  of  such  county  in  which  Junes  shall  be  required  to  be 
holden  therein  dyring^  that  year. 

Section  86.  The  sheriflT,  and  at  least  two  of  the  oommis-^ 
sioners  as  aforesaid  of  the  counties  of  Philadelphia,  Lancaster 
and  Allegheny,  shall  respectively,  at  the  time  and  place  of  se- 
lecting jurors  as  aforesaid,  also  select  from  the  taxabl<!^  citizens 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  citie»  of  Philadelphia,  Lan<< 
caster  and  Pittsburg,  respectively,  a  sufficient  ndmber  of  sober, 
judicious,  and  intelligent  persons,  to  serve  as  jurors  in  the 
Mayor's  Courts  to  be  holden  in  the  said  cities  during  that  year* 

Sbction  87.  But  before  the  sheriff  and  commissioners  shall 
make  any  selection  of  jurors  in  any  year  as  aforesaid,  they 
shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  person 
having  authority  to  administer  oaths  in  the  following  form  ; 

You,  and  feach  of  you  do  [swear  or  affirm]  tliat  yon  will  use 
your  utmost  endeavors  and  diligence  in  maiking  an  impartial 
selection  of  competent  persons  for  jurors  during  the  ensuing 
year,  and  that  you  will  not  suf&r  partiality,  favor,  afiection,  ha« 
I  red,  malice  or  ill  will  in  any  case  or  respect  whatever,  to  influ- 
ence you  in  the  selecting,  drawing  or  returning  of  jurors ;  but, 
that  you  will,  in  all  respects,  honestly  conform  to  the  true  intent  ; 

and  meaning  of  the  acts  of  Assembly,  in  such  case  made  and 
provided.  ^ 

Section  BP.  The  shorifiT  and  commissioners  afbresaid  shall 
provide  a  sufficient  number  of  small  slips  or  pieces  of  paper,  up< 
on  each  of  whioh,  they  shall  write  or  cause  to  be  written  the 
name,  surname  and^ddition  or  occupation,  and  place  of  abode 
of  one  of  the  persons  selected,  they  shall  roll  up  or  fold  the  said 
slips,  so  that  tho  names  shall  not  appear,  without  unfolding 
thereof,  and  thereupon  they  shall  deposit  the  names  of  the  per* 
eons  80  selected,  in  the  appK>priate  wheel,  as  aforesaid. 

SjBCTioir  89.  Prondeif  That  the  sheriffs  and  commission- 
ers of  the  several  counties  shall,  in  every  year^  select  such  a 
number  of  persons,  and  deposit  their  names  in  the  proper  wheel 
as  aforesaid,  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  shall  remain  in

^d  in  relation  to  the  sherifis ;  and  in  casQ  of  the  death,  iesig;pa- 
lion,  removal  from  office,  inability  or  inco^ipetOQcy  of  the 
.liheriff  ajad  coroner  to  act,  by  a  diaiaterested  pejspn,  to  be  &pr 
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pointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  court,  or  by  two  of  the  judges 
of  the  court  of  CooimoD  Fleas  of  the  r^pective  county. 

Skctiow  132,  Whenever  the  aheriff  of  any  county  shall 
be  iiicoinpetent  to  perform,  in  any  case  which  may  be  depend- 
ing and  for  trial  by  jury,  as  aforesaid,  the  duties  hereby  enjoin- 
ed, the  coroner  of  such  county,  being  otherwise  competent, 
shall  have  power,  concurrently  with  the  commissioners  thereof, 
to  execute  the  writ  of  venire  for  the  grand  jury  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

SiscTioN  133.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  happen  by  the  death, 
sickness,  resignation,  or  removal  from  office  of  two  of  the  com-

absence  of  such  person  shall  be  shown. 

SjiCTiON  135.  The  name  of  every  person  selected,  drawn, 
summoned  and  making  default  as  aforesaid,  also  the  name  of 
every  person  who  shall  be  excused  from  serving,  shall  be  re- 
turned by  the  sheriff  and  commissioners  to  the  wheel  from 
which  it  was  taken,  at  the  time  of  the  next  drawing  from  ti}o 
said  wheel  for  any  of  the  courts  of  such  county  :  Pror>ided^ 
Such  person  is  resident  within  the  resj)ective  county,  and  comr 
petent  and  liable  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  juror. 

Sbctiost  136«  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  return  to  the  wheel 
or  to  any  of  tliem,  (if  there  be  several,)  the  name  of  any  per- 
son who  may  have  served  as  a  juror  during  the  year  in  whicli 
such  service  shall  be  rendered,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  put 
tbe  naiDC  of  the  same  person  during  the  same  year  into  two  or 
more  diJSerent  wheels  containing  the  names  of  jurors  for  the 
courts  of  the  respective  county  ;  and  every  sheriff  and  every 
commissioDer  who  shall  intentionally  offend  herein,  or  sbaU 
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consent  thereto,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  respective  county, 
for  the  use  of  the  fund  aforesaid,  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  thirty  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  peace  for  the  respective  county* 

SscTioif  137.  Every  person  who  shall  serve  or  attend  as 
a  juror  in  any  court,  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  from  the  trea- 
surer of  the  county,  upon  a  warrant  drawn  by  the  commission- 
ers thereof,  one  dollar  for  each  days^s  service  or  attendance  aft 
aforesaid. 

Section  138.  Every  person  who  shall  be  summoned  and 
who  shall  serve  as  a  juror  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth, 
shall  be  entitled  to  six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  mile  he 
shall  travel,  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  treasury  in  the  usual  manner. 

Sbction  139.  On  the  return  of  any  venire  issued  as  afore- 
said,  the  prothonotary  or  clerk  of  the  respective  court  shall 
cause  the  names  of  the  jurors,  empannelled  and  summoned  as

manner  as  may  be,  and  put  them  in  a  box,  to  be  provided  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

Section  140.  When  any  cause  shall  be  ready  for  trial, 
some  disinterested  person  shall,  by  direction  of  the  court,  in 
open  court  draw  from  tlie  said  box,  after  having  well  mixed  the 
papers  deposited  therein  as  aforesaid,  twelve  of  the  sstid  papers, 
one  after. another ;  and  if  any  of  the  jurors  whose  names  shall 
be  so  drawn  shall  not  appear,  or  shall ,  be  challenged  and  set 
aside,  such  person  shall  proceed  to  draw  as  aforesaid  a  furt^ier 
number  of  the  said  papers,  until  twelve  jurors  shall  appear  and 
be  approved,  and  the  said  jurors,  Saving  been  sworn  or  affirmed 
as  the  law  directs,  shall  be  the  jury  to  try  such  cause. 

Section  141.  The  oath  or  affirmalion  to  be  administered 
to  jurors  empannelled  in  any  cause  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  in  the 
following  form,  to  wit ; 

You,  and  each  of  you  do  [swear  or  affirm,]  that  you  wilt 
well  and  truly  try  the  issue  joined  between  C  D  plaintiff  and  K 
F  defendant,  and  a,  true  verdict  give  according  to  the  evidence, 
unless  dismissed  by  the  court  or  the  cause  be  withdrawn  by  the 
parties.    So  &c. 

SEtTioN  14?.  The  names  of  the  jurors  drawn  and  sworn 
or  affirmed,  in  any  cause  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  written  on  a  pa- 
nel, and  the  slips  or  pajiers  which  bear  those  names  shall  be 
kept  apart  by  themselves  in  some  other  box,  to  be  provided  as 
aforesaid  and  kept  for  that  purpose,  until  such  jury  shall  give  in 
their  verdict  and  the  same  be  recorded,  or  until  "the  said  jury 
shall  by  consent  of  the  parties  or  by  the  order  of  tlie  court  be 
discharged  from  the  cause,  and  thereupon  the  names  of  the  said 
jurors  shall  be  again  ruHed  up  as  aforesaid,  and  returned  to  tho 
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box  first  above  mentioned  and  mingled  with  the  names  of  the 
jurors  remaining  at  that  time  undrawn,  and  the  like  proceedings 
in  aJl  respects  shall  be  had  so  often  as  any  cause  shall  be  called 
on  for  trial  during  the  holding  of  the  court. 

Section  143. .  If  a  second  or  any  subsequent  cause  shaU 
be  called  for  trial,  before  the  jury  charged  as  aforesaid  with  the 
first  or  any  former  cause  shall  have  given  in  their  verdict  or 
shall  be  otherwise  discharged,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court 
to  proceed  as  aforesaid  to  empanel  a  jury  in  such  second  or  sub- 
sequent cause  of  the  jurors  remaining  for  the  trial  thereof^ 
and  so  in  like  manner  as  long  as  any  of  the  jurors  aforesaid 
shall  remain. 

Section  144.  If  a  sufficient  number  of  the  persons  sum- 
moned and  returned,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  appear  as  required, 
or  if  by  reason  of  challenges  or  otherwise  there  shall  not  be  a 
sufficient  number  of  jurors  present,  competent  for  the  trial  of 
any  cause  which  shall  be  called  for  trial,  the  sheriff  or  coroner, 
or  if  the  case  require  it  two  citizens  to  be  appointed  by  the  court 
for  that  purpose,  shall  upon  the  order  of  the  court  immediately 
summon  and  return  from  the  bystanders  or  from  the  county  at 
large  so  many  qualified  and  competeijt  persons  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  fill  up  tne  jury  for  the  trial  of  such  cause. 

Sbgtion  145.  If  any  person  summoned  and  returned  from 
the  bystanders  or  from  the  county  at  large,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  without  reasonable  excuse  to  attend  and  serve, 
as  aforesaid,  at  such  court,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  in  ihe  case  of  other  jurors  summoned  and  making  de- 
fault of  appearance ;  and  such  penalty  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected in  like  manner  and  paid  for  the  same  use* 

Sbction  146.  Whenever  a  challenge  to  the  array  of  jurors^ 
summoned  and  reiurned  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  made  by  either 
party  to  a  cause  and  sustained  by  the  court,  so  that  there  shall 
be  no  jury  present,  legally  qualified,  to  try  the  same,  the  court 
shall  have  power  at  the  instance  of  either  party  to  award  a 
venire^  returnable  forthwith  for  the  trial  thereof. 

SjscnoN  147.  Every  venire  awarded,  as  aforesaid,  ahall 
be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  coroner  of  the  respective  county,  or 
if  the  case  require  it  to  two  elisors,  it  shall  require  him  or  them 
to  summon  and  return,  forthwith,  twenty-four  good  and  lawful 
men  to  be  jurors  in  such  cause,  and  upon  the  return  thereof 
with  a  panel  of  jurors  annexed,  the  trial  shall  proceed- in  like 
manner  and  with  like  effect,  as  if  the  jurors  had  been  selected 
and  summoned  as  aforesaid. 

Section  148.  The  courts  aforesaid,  having  jurisdiction  of 
any  criminal  cause,  shall  respectively  have  the  like  power, 
whenever  a  challenge  to  the  array  shall  be  made  by  the  defend- 
ant  and  sustained  by  such  court,  so  that  no  jury  shall  be  pre- 
sent, legally  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  try  such  cause :  Fromdedy 
That  in  case  such  defendant  shall  be  allowed  by  law  to  make 
twenty  peremptory  challenges  the  number  of  jurors  returnable 
upon  such  writ  shall  be  thirty-'feix. 
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Section  149.  No  alien  shall,  in  any  civil  orcrinninal  cas^ 
whatever,  be  entitled  to  a  jury  rf«  vudiHatt  HngutPy  or  partly 
of  strangers. 

Section  1 50.    In  all  civil  suits,  each  pftrty  shall  be  allow- 
ed to  challenge  two  jurors  peremptorily,  and  in  all  criminal 
prosecutions,  wherein  peremptory  challenges  have  not  b«n 
heretofore  permitted  by  law,  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall 
■  be  allowed  to  challenge  four  jurors  peremptorily. 

Section  151.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  incompetent  to 
serve  as  a  juror,  in  any  suit  or  prosecution  upon  any  ofiicial 
bond  or  forfeited  recognizance,  or  upon  any  penal  act  of  assem- 
bly, by  reason  of  his  being  subject  to  any  tax  which  would  be 
diminished  by  the  recovery  which  may  be  had  in  such  case. 

Section  152.  Every  |)erson  who  shall  be  arraigned  for 
treason,  may  challenge,  peremptorily,  thirty-five  ol  the  paticl, 
but  not  more. 

Section  153.  Every  person  who  shall  be  arraigned  for 
murder,  or  any  other  felony,  whereof  the  courts  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  and  general  gaol  delivery  have  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
shall  be  admitted  to  challenge,  peremptorily,  twenty  of  the 
panel,  but  not  more. 

Section  154,  In  cases  of  felony,  the  Commonwealth  shall 
not  challenge  any  juror  without  cause,  nor  shall  the  Common- 
wealth, in^any  criminal  procc^eding,  have  a  right  to  challenge, 
peremptorily,  a  greater  number  of  jurors  than  ihe  defendant  or 
defendants  in  such  case. 

Section  1 35.  All  challenges  in  criminal  proceedings  shall 
be  conducted  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Commonwealth  shall  challenge  one  person  and  then  the 
defendant  shall  challenge  one  person,  and  so  alternately,  until 
ail  the  challenges  shall  be  made,  but  if  the  comnrKDn wealth  shaJI 
refuse  to' make  any  challenge,  the  defendants  shall  nevertheless 
have  their  right  to  challenge  the  full  number  allowed  to  them 
by  law. 

Section  156.  Whenever  a  challenge  of  a  juror,  for  a  cause 
assigned,  shall  be  made,  in  any  criminal  proceeding,  the  tnith 
of  such  cnuse  shall  be  inquired  of  in  the  manner  practised  by 
the  courts  in  civil  cases. 

Section  15?.  VVhen  a  rule  shall  be  entered  in  a  civil  ac- 
tion depending  in  any  court,  for  striking  a  specitil  jury,  the  par- 
ties in  any  such  action  shall  strike  the  same  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotary,  or  clerk  of  the  respective  court,  from  the  list  of 
jurors  which  shall  have  been  drawn  from  the  proj^r  wheel,  as 
afoi-csaid,  for  the  ensuing  court. 

Section  158.  When  a  view  shall  be  allowed  in  any  cause, 
six  of  the  first  twelve  of  the  jurors  named  in  the  panel,  or  more 
of  them,  shall  be  taken  by  ^he  sheriff,  or  other  officer,  to  the 
place  in  question,  and  they  shall  have  view  thereof. 

Section  159.  At  the  calling  of  the  jury  to  try  any  cause 
in  which  a  view  shall  have  IxTn  had,  those  of  the  viewers  who 
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xliall  appear  shall  first  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  and  so  many  jurors 
only  shall  be  drawn  as  aforesaid,  and  added  to  the  said  viewers, 
as  shall^  after  default  and  challenges  allowed,  make  up  the  num- 
ber twelve,  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed  for'the  trial  of  such  cause^ 

Sbction  160*  Every  juror,  erapannelled  in  any  cause,  who. 
shall  know  any  thing  relative  to  the  matter  in  controversy  in 
such  cause,  shall  disclose  the  same  in  open  court,  before  the 
jury  shall  retire  to  consider  of  their  verdict* 

Section  161.  If  any  juror,  drawn  or  summoned,  shall,  ia 
«ny  cause,  directly  or  indirectly,  take  eny  thing  to  give  a  ver- 
dict, or  shall  take  or  receive,  as  aforesaid,  any  gift  or  gratuity,* 
whatever,  from  either  party  to  such  caiise,  such  juror  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  ten  times  the  value  of  the  thing  so  taken,  one  half 
to  the  commonwealth  and  the  other  half  to  the  person  that  will 
sue  for  the  same,  and  shall  also  be  liable  toprosecution  by  in- 
dictment, as  for  a  misdemeanor :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  debar  the  party  aggrieved,  of  his  action  to  recover 
the  damages  he  shall  sustain,  in  all  cases  where  the  penalty 
aforesaid  shall  be  recovered  at  the  suit  of  any  other  person. 

Sbction  162.  Every  person  who  shall  procure  any  such 
juror  to  take,  gain  or  profit  in  the  manner  or  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  embracery,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  pains  and  penalties,  to  be  adjudged  or  re* 
covered  by  indictment  or  action  as  aforesaid,  and  the  party  ag- 
grieved shall  also  be  entitled  to  recover  against  him  the  dama- 
ges sustained  thereby,  in  manner  provided  in  the  case  of  jurors. . 

Section  163.  The  Circuit  Courts  now  existing,  from  and 
af\er  the  second  Monday  in  May,  shall  be  abolished,  and  all  suits 
-and  proceedings  pending  in  them,  with  all  the  papers  and  docu- 
ments connected  therewith,  shall  be  restored  to  the  courts  from 
which  they  were  removed,  in  the  situation  in  which  tliey  novt 
are  in  the  said  Circuit  Courts. 

Sbction  16-I.  When  the  Supreme  Court  shall  sit  at  Harris* 
burg,  it  shall  be  held  in  the  north-east  committee  room  of  the 
State  house  or  capilol,  which  shall  be  fitted  up  and  furnished  in 
a  suitable  manner  for  that  purpose,  the  expense  to  be  paid  by 
the  county^  of  Dauphin  ;  and  the  said  court  shall  have  the  use

Sjbction  16h.  All  causes  and  proceedmgs  now  depending 
and  undetermined  m  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  Lancaster  dis- 
trict and  Southern  district ;  also,  all  causes  and  proceedings 
now  depending  and  undetermined  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  the 
Middle  district,  heretofore  established,  which  shall  ^«^^«  J*pJ* 
removed  or  brought  into  the  same  from  the  counties  Cleaineid, 
Centre,  Mifflin,  Juniata  or  Huntingdon,  shall  be  deemed  to  be

shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  ai^er  the  said  letters  pa- 
tent shall  be  obtained,  give  at  least  twenty  days  notice  in  the 
^fsnitatioB  newspapers  hereinbe^re  mentioned,  of  the  time  and  place  by 
ff  soiiipsnj.  ^jj^jg^  appointed,  for  the  subscribers  to  meet  in  order  to  organize 
the  said  company  and  to  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the 
said  subscribers  by  ballot,  to  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
which  proxy   shall  have  been  obtained,  and  be^r  date  within 
three  months  previously  to  the  election,  at  which   such  proxy 
shall  be  presented,  duly  authorised,  one  president,  and  six  man* 
Bgers,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  this  comrooawealtb,  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be

Section  1  %*  The  president,  directors  and  company  of  the 
said  rail  road  company  shall  have  power  to  survey,  lay  down^ 
ascertain,  mark  and  fix  such  route  as  they  shall  deem  expedi-  I'octtioii  and 
ent  for  said  rail  road  within  the  county  of  Schuylkill,  begin- J^  ""***• 
ning  at  ji  convenient  point  of  intersection  of  a  certain  lateral 
rail  road  which  was  authorized  by  the  fourth  section  of  an  act 
of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  on  the  eighth  day  of  April, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine,  to  be  made  by  the  Minehill  and  Schuylkill  Haven  raU 
road  company,  ajdtl  which  has  since  been  made  and  completed 
by  said  company  and  now  is  in  full  operation ;  thence  up  the 
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▼alley  ofthe  Muddy  Branch  of  Schuylkill,  foltowing  as  near  as 
•onvenient  the  course  of  the  said  Muddy  Branch  and  crosao^ 
the  same  as  shall  be  expedient,  any  distance  not  leas  than 
three  miles  nor  more  than  five  miles,  having  due  regard  to  the 
situation  and  nature  ofthe  ground  andofthfi  buildings  theroonr 
the  public  convenience  and  the  interest  of  the  stockholders,  and 
so  as  to  do  the  least  damage  to  private-fH^opcrty  ;  and  the  said 
road  shall  not  be  more  than  five  rods  wide,  and  shall  not  pass 
through  any  burying  ground  nor  place  of  public  worship,  or  6ny 
dwelling  house  without  the  cx>nsent  of  the  o^ner  thereof,  nor 
shall  it  pass  through  any  out  buildings  of  the  value  of  three 
hundred  dollars  without  such  .consent;  ajid  the  said  pre^dent, 
directors  and  company  shall  within  six  months  ader  ascertain- 
ing the  route  ofthe  said  rail  road,  cause  an  accurate  survey  of 
the  lines  of  the  said  rail  road  to  be  made,  a  map  or  plot  of 
which  survey  they  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  Secretary's  of- 
fice of  this  State,  which  map  or  plot,  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  shall  be  sufficient  evjionce  of  the  course  of  the  said 
road,  which  may  then  be  opened,  and  all  expenses  immrred 
thereby  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said  company* 

Section  1 3.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  president,  directors 
and  company  of  the  <;;iid  rail-rond  conTpany  and  their  agents, 
and  all  persons  empbyed  by  or  under  them,  for  the  purpose 
contemplated  in  this  act,  to  enter  upon  any  land  they  shall  deem 
necessary  for  laying  out  said  road,  and  also  for.  the  purpose  of 
searching  for  stone  and  gravel  for  constructing  said  road,  but 
no  stone,  sand  or  gravel,  shall  be  taken  away  from  any  seated 
land  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  tliereof,  until  the  rate  of 
compensation  for  the  same  be  ascertained  and  paid,  which  rate 
ofcompensatioQ,  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  thereon,  shall  be 
ascertained  in  the  manner  hereafler  prescribed,  as  to  the  cpm- 
pensation  for  lands  over  which  said  road  may  be  laid. 

Section  14.  h  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  company 
hereby  incorporated  to  make,  erect  or  establish  a  double  or  sin- 
gle track  rail-road,  on  the  route  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  to  be  con- 
structed so  that  the  said  rail-road  in  its  progress  shall  in  no 
part  of  it  rise  above  one  inch  to  a  foot,  and  said  company  are 
also  hereby  empowered  to  erect,  make  and  establish  all  works, 
odtnces  and  devices  to  such  rail-road,  as  may  by  the  said  com- 
pany be  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
objects  of  tlicir  incorporation,  and  also  to  contract  ^nd  agree 
with  the  owner  or  owners,  for  the  ^lurchase  of  any  lands  or 
tenements  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
the  said  rail- road. 

Sbction  I''.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  presi- 
dent, directors  and  company,  of  the  said  rail-road  eompany,  to 
enter  in  and  upon  and  occupy  for  the  purpose  of  nuiking  such 
rail-road,  any  land  upon  which  the  same  may  be  located,  if  the 
owner  or  owners  ofthe  said  land  shall  refu^  to  permit  such 
entry   and  occupation,  and  ths  parties  cannot  agree  up^n 
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Jhe  compensation  to  bo  made  for  any  injury,  that  nmy  be 
done  to  said  land  by  such  entry  and  occupation,  it   shall 
and  may  be  lawful,  for  the  parties  to  appoint  six  suitable 
and  disinterested  persons  to  estimate  such  damages,  who  shall 
be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  fairly  and  impartially  to  estimate 
the  same,  and  shall  reside  within  the  proper  county  where  .the 
land   lies,  and  the  expenses  incurred  by   the  said  appraisers 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  said  rail-road  company,  but  if  the  par* 
ties  cannot  agree  upon  such  persons,  or  if  the  persons  so  cho* 
sen  shall  not  decide  upon  tte  matter,  or  if  the  owner  of  such 
land  shall  refbseor  neglect  to  join  in  such  appointment,  within 
twenty  days  af)er  the  requisition  for  that  purpose  upon  him,  or 
if  such  owner  shall  be  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos  men- 
tis, out  of  the  state,  or  unknown,  then  it.  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  lies,  on 
application  of  either  party  and  at  the  cost  and  charges  of  said 
corporation,  to  appoint  six  disinterested  persons,  men  of  said  Appointmenl 
county,  to  view,  examine  and  survey  the  said  lands,  tenements,  of  viewers, 
or  hereditaments^  and  estimate  the  injury  or  damage,  if  any, 
that  in  their  apprehension  will  be  sustained  as  aforesaid  by  rea- 
son of  said  rail*road,  and  report  the  same  under  their  oaths  or 
affirmations  to  the  said  court,  which  report  being  confirmed  by 
the  said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  the  view- 
ers  shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  fees  for  their  services  as  are  ^^°^ 
allowed  by  law  to  viewers  of  public  roads  and  highways,  to  be 
paid  by  said  company,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  ap-    , 
pratsers  in  estimating  such  injury  or  damage,  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  advantages  that  will  be  derived  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  said  lands  from  the  said  rail-road  :  Provided,  Trmin, 
That  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  court  within  thirty  days 
after  such  report  may  have  been  filed  in  the  Prothonotary's  Appeal  Ia 
office  of  the  proper  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  ^^^, 
allowed  by  the  provisions  of  the  arbitration  act  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ten,  and  upon  the  coming  in  of  such  report  and  the 
confirmation  thereof,  or  upon  final  judgment  on  appeal  therefrom 
and  the  said  company  paying  to  such  owner  the  sum  in  such 
report  or  judgment,  specified  in  full  compensation  for  the  injury 
sustained  as  aforesaid,  the  said  company  shall  have  the  same 
right  to  occupy  the  said  lands  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
they  and  all  who  act  under  him  shall  be  acquitted  and  freed  from 
all  responsibility,  for  and  on  account  of  such  injury :  Frovided,  2d  proviMk 
That    the  payment  of  damages  aforesaid,  for  land  through 
which   the  said  road  may  be  laid  shall  be  made  before  the 
said  company,  or  any  person  under  their  direction  or  in  their 
employ   shall  be  authorized  to  enter  upon  and  break  ground  in 
the  premises,  except  for  the  purposes  of  surveying  and  laying 
out  said  road,  unless  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  such  land  be 
first  obtained. 

SscTioN  16.  The  said  rail  roadshall.be  so  constructed  by  the 
said  company,  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impede  the  free  use  and  pas*  ♦ 
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«age  ofany  public  road  or  public  roads  which  may  cross  or  entor 
at  the  same,  being  now  laid  out  or  hereafler  to  be  laid  out,  and 
in  all  places  where  the  said  rail  road  may  cross  or  in  any  way 
interfere  with  any  public  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good  and  sufficient 
causeway  or  causeways,  to  enable  all  persons  passing  or  tra- 
velling such  public  road  to  cross  and  pass  over  or  under  the 
said  rail  way,  which  causeway  or  causeways  shall  be  made  and 
maintained  by  the  said  company  ;.and  if  the  said  company  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  causeway  or  causeways,  or 
when  made  to  keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  they  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  day  the  same  shall 
be  neglected  or  refused  to  be  made  or  repaired,  to  be  recovered 
by  the  supervisor  of  the  township,  with  costs,  for  the  use  of  the 
township,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable,  and 
shall,  moreover,  be  liable  to  an  action  or  actions  at  the  suit  ef 
any  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  thereby,  and  the  service  of 
process  upon  any  officer  or  agent  of  said  company,  shall  be  as 
good  and  as  available,  in  law,  as  if  served  upon  the  president 
thereof. 

Section  1 7.  For  the  accommodation  of  all  persons  own- 
ing or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  rail  road  may  or 
-  shall  pass,  and  to  prevent  inconveniences  to  such  person  in 
crossing  or  passing  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company,  when  required,  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  good 
and  sufficient  causeway  or  causeways,  wherever  the  same  may 
be  necessary  to  enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands 
to  cross  or  pass  over  or  under  the  same  with  wagons,  carts  and 
implements  of  husbandry,  as  the  occasion  may  require :  Pro- 
vided^ That  the  said  company  shall  in  no  case  be  required  to 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  more  than  one  such  causeway 
through  each  plantation  or  lot  of  land,  for  the  accommodation 
of  any  one  person  owning  or  possessing  land  through  which 
the  said  rail  road  may  or  shall  pass,  and  where  any  pablic 
road  shall  cross  said  rail  road,  the  person  owning  or  possessing 
land  through  which  the  said  road  shall  pass,  sludl  not  be  ^ss^

such  collector,  shall  well  and  truly  collect  and  pay  over  or  ac* 
count  for  according  to  law,  the  whole  amount  of  the  taxes  char- 
ged and  assessed  in  the  duplicate  delivered  to  such  collector* 

Sectiojt  44.  Every  warrant  to  a  collector  issued  as  is  here- 
inbefore provided,  shall  be  effectual  to  authorise  him  to  coHect 
the  sums  charged  in  his  duplicate  during  tlie  period  of  tbrr<* 
years  from  the  date  of  his  warrant. 

Sectioic  45.  Frovidtdj  That  nothing  herein  ccxHainod 
shall  authorize  the  arrest  or  imprisonment  for  non  payment  c£ 
any  tax  of  any  female  or  infant,  or  person  Anind  by  inquisition 
to  be  of  unsound  mind. 

Section  4f>.  The  goods  and  chatties  of  any  penson  occu- 
pying any  real  estate,  shall  be  liable  to  distress  and  sale,  for  the 
non-payment  of  any  taxes  assessed  upon,  such  real  estete,  du- 
ring his  possession  or  occupancy  and  rcmainiag  unpaid  in  Kke 
manner,  as  if  they  were  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  owner  of 
such  real  estate. 

Section  47.  Every  collector  shall  within  six  weeks  from 
the  date  of  his  warrant,  pay  all  such  moneys  as  he  may  by 
that  tinw  have  received  to  the  treasurer  of  the  pnoper  ooitBty  or 
township,  as  the  cose  may  be,  at  a  certain  time  and  place  to  Ix; 
mentionod  in  such  warrant. 

Section  48.  The  commissioners  of  the  proper  eoonty,  and 
the  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  proper  town- 
ship, as  the  case  rtfay  be,  shall  at  all  times  make  abiiicmeBt  or 
exonerations  for  mistakes,  indigent  persons,  unseated  tauds,  drc. 
as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable,  and  the  commis-

AN  AC"r 

For  th«  relief  of  WiUiam  Bailey,  late  pajrmulerof  tlie  thirty  third  regt* 
ment  of  Pennsylvania  militJa. 

Section  1 ,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Rep- 
resentativfis  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsplvama  in  General 
Assembly  met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  (he  authority  of  the 
same^  That  the  Auditor  General  be,  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer, 
in  favor  of  William  Bailey,  late  paymaster  of  the  thirty-third 
regiment  of  Pennsylvania  militia,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
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and  five  dollars  and  forty  cents,  being  tlie  aniouat  overptid  hy 
him  as  appears  by  a  settleinmt  of  his  accounts  by  the  board  ol 
officers  of  said  regimcDt.

To  fix  the  Standards  and  Denominatioas  of  Ueafcarea  and  Weights  io 
tiw  CoBnonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

SserioN  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Re- 
preteniaHves  of  the  Commonwtalth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gene- 
ral Asaembly  met^  and  it  ts  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  mme^  That  the  standard  unit  of  all  measures  of  length,  shall 
be  the  **  yard,'*  to  conform  to  that  in  use  in  this  Commonwealth 
at  the  date  of  the  declaration  of  independence :  the  positive 
standard  to  be  obtained  as  hereinafter  described,  and  that  one 
third  of  said  yard  shall  be  one  foot,  and  that  one  twelflh  of 
said  foot  shall  be  one  inch. 

Section  2.  The  standard  of  liquid  measure  shall  be  the 
gallon,  to  contain  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  cubic  inches,  of 
the  standard  aforesaid,  and  no  .more ;  and  that  the  standard  of 
dry  measure  shall  be  the  bushel,  to  contain  two  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty  cubic  inches  and  forty4wo  hundredths  of  a 
cubic  inch,  of  the  standard  aforesaid,  and  no  more. 

SscTioif  S*  The  standard  of  weight  shall  be  a  pound,  to  be 
computed  upon  the  Troy  pound  of  the  mint  of  the  United  States, 
referred  to  m  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  nineteenth  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty*eight,  to  wit :  the  Troy 
pound  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  equal  to  the  Troy  pound 
of  the  mint  aforesaid,  and  the  avoirdupois  pound  of  this  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  greater  than  the  Troy  pound  aforesaid,  in 
the  proportion  of  seven  thousand  to  five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  sixty. 

Sjbction  4*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth  to  preeure,  within  three  years  from  the  date  of 
the  paseage  of  this  act,  a  standard  yard,  to  cciistitute  the  posi-

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be  equal  in  length,  at  the  temperature  of  meltiiig  ioe,  to  the  dis 
tance  between  the  eleventh  and  forty -seventh  inches  on  acertnin 
brass  scale  of  eighty-two  inches  in  length,  procured  for  the  sur- 
vey of  the  coast  of  the  United  States  and  now  deposited  in  the 
War  Department :  the  material  of  said  standard  to  be  brass, 
and  the  divisions  upon  it  to  be  inches  and  parts  of  an  inch  of 
the  brass  scale  aforesaid.

The  supervisors  of  each  township  elected  or 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
imposed  by  law  on  supervisors  of  the  public  roads  or  highways 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  responsibilities,  and  shall  bo  by  vir- 
tue of  their  office  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  whem 
the  poor  are  a  township  charge.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  supervisors  to  keep  fair  and  clear  accounts  in  a  book 
to  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  of  all  moneys  reoeired  by  then* 
or  either  of  them,  and  by  them  or  either  of  them  expended,  on 
behalf  of  the  township,  and  such  accounts  verified  by  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  exhibited  to  the  township  auditors  at  the 
annual  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  such  supervisors.
